Such an arrangement would be 
made for one or all of the direct 
tax fields now leased to the central 
government by nine provinces. 

“We think some kind of equaliz- 
ation payments can be fitted into 
a variety of plans,”’ he said. 

Any plan should include some 
form of stabilization guarantee to 
ensure that each province would 
get from the arrangement a spe- 
cific*floor of federal payments that 
would not be pierced even if gen- 
erafeconomic conditions worsened 

Special arrangements would have 
to be made to effect an orderly 
transition of succession duties 
from one system to another, since 
they fluctuated greatly. 

Mr. St. Laurent emphasized that 
the government of each province 
must decide for itself whether it 
is to re-enter the direct tax field.

ROM PIETRASANTA, ITAI.-Y, 

the Associated Press reports one 
of the “rarest white elephants in 
history.” It is a statue of the tate 
Eva Peron, 53 feet high, and other 
statuary commissioned by Argentina 
before Peron was overthrown.
